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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. This amendment adds, 
changes and/or deletes claims in this application. A detailed listing of all claims that are, or 
were, in the application, irrespective of whether the claim(s) remain under examination in the 
application, is presented, with an appropriate defined status identifier. 

After amending the claims as set forth above, claims 1-13 and 15-17 are now pending 
in this application. Claim 13 is withdrawn from consideration. Claims 1 and 13 have been 
amended. Support for the amendment to claim 1 may be found on page 7, lines 10-13. 

Claims 1-12 and 1 5-17 have been rejected under 35 USC 1 12, f 1 as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The examiner noted that page 7, lines 10-13 of the 
specification supports grain sizes between 0.1 and 100 nm, bat not grain sizes below 100 nm. 

In response, claim 1 has been amended according to the examiner's helpful suggestion 
to recite grain sizes between 0.1 and 100 nm, as provided on page 7, lines 10-13 of the 
specification. Applicants submit that this amendment overcomes the rejection. 

Claim 13 has been amended to recite a method which depends from claim 1. Since 
claim 13 is a dependent claim of the same type as claim 1, applicants submit that there is no 
additional burden on the examiner to examine this claim. Applicants respectfully request that 
claim 13 be rejoined with claim 1 . 

For informational purposes, applicants note that the U.S. priority applications for the 
three PCT applications WO 96/23906, WO 97/26214 and PCT/CA97/00324 (published as 
WO 97/43206) mentioned on pages 7 and 8 of the specification have issued as U.S. patents 
numbers^H965^5,906,792 and 5,882,623, respectively. 

Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested. The 
Examiner is invited to contact the undersigned by telephone if it is felt that a telephone 
interview would advance the prosecution of the present application.
